Wilmington's assessor 
to retire in August

Wilmington's Principal Assessor 
Tony Krzeminski will be*submit- 
ting a letter to the town manager 
on July 15 stating his intention to 
retire after 27 years on the job. 
Krzeminski's retirement will go 
into effect at the end of August. 
Krzeminski was hired by then 
Town Manager Richard Henberger 
in November, 1965, At the time, 
Wilmington needed an assessor to 
do a re-evaluation of industrial and 
commercial buildings in town. 


According to Krzeminski, when _ 


Henberger hired him he warned 
him to buy a home he could resell 
quickly since he hadn't had much 
luck with assessors in the past. 

"But we were lucky," Krzeminski 
recalls, referring to himself, his 
wife Grace, and his son Paul. The 
family moved into a Jackson-built 
home on Moore Street and has 
been there ever since. 

What stands out most about his 
years in Wilmington, said the 
assessor, was the obvious growth 
throughout town, especially in the 
industrial sector. That growth 
seemed to start in 1969 with. the 
development of the industrial park 
in South Wilmington and continued 
with the rezoning of the Evans 
Farm on Ballardvale Street to an 
industrial zone. When he first 
arrived in Wilmington, the total 
value of the town was $70 million. 


Today, it's well over one billion ~ 


dollars, he said. 

"It's been very interesting to be a 
witness (to) and a part of all that 
growth," Krzeminski told this 
paper. 

Over the years, Krzeminski 
watched as the assessor's job grew 
in importance and a new gene- 
ration of assessors became very 
well-educated, 

"Assessors today pretty. much 
control the (tax) levy," he 
explained.

Bill Fay's ouster is ironic coming as it does at the heels of a 
new working majority on the school committee, which seemed to 
bring with it néw hopes for a functioning relationship between 
school chief and school committee; often absent in Wilmington 
public education. 

That hope, held dear by parents and other taxpayers, has just 
been dashed as the school committee and superintendent failed to 
reach a contract agreement. What nificant here is the sudden 

“and striking erosion of Fay's political support, which bolstered 
Fay, providing him with an admirable survivability factor. 

Members Kane and Callan voting against a new contract with 
Fay is hardly surprising. However, the relevant political story is 
that the consistent Fay detractors were joined unanimously by the 
superintendent's previously loyal: following, Bob Peterson's 
defection as a Fay supporter was almostas“ptartling as Phil 
Fenton's. The veteran board member from Butters Row had been 
Fay's most ardent benefactor for over a decade, and his 'no' vote 
gives indication that the public is not presently getting the entire 
story. 

For now, the story is that Bill Fay will probably depart the 
scene as one of the few school chiefs in the Merrimack Valley to 
enjoy broad and enthusiastic support from the majority-of his 
subordinates, It is a rare day when you can find true harmony 
between a superintendent of schools and the majority of his or her 
professional unions, “That was the norm in Wilmington 
throughout Fay's tenure, and is to our chief educator's credit. 

The future holds some immediate and pressing priorities for 
the school, committee. First, the local education board is obligated 
to communicate in an up front manner with the public. If there is 
an untold story here affecting the community, the committee's 
boss, the electorate, deserves to know. 

Second, Wilmington should prepare prudently for a 
comprehensive superintendent search, stimulating broad interest 
in public education. Leave the paid consultants to Weston, 
Wellesley and other such moneyed places. Our community, true 
to its spirit of inclusion, should commence a grass roots 
superintendent search process which involves every group 
comprising the political and social.conscience of the community. 

In the meantime, should Fay's Wilmington careef truly be at an 
end he may leave with the knowledge that he brought stability 
when it was most needed and asserted a positive rapport with his 
staff which is all too rare in public education. 

Briefly in politics 

«In Tewksbury, reform Selectman Richard "Pete" Hanson 
has tipped his hand after only three short months in office. I knew 
something was amiss when "Pete" voted a few weeks ago to 
appoint an old frierld, Pete Peters, to the Conservation 
Commission; at the expense of Richard Lavaseur. This 
appoinument led to the impromptu resignation of Commissioner 
Bob Rauseo, 

It should be noted that the two "Petes" are as thick as Petes get. 
Both were developers and both are retired town employees. They 
take winter vacations together in Florida, Pete Peters was a 
partner of Chief Assessor Norman Boudreau on several 
development projects (see the condos at Pleasant Street and the 
houses at Bopete Street, a reported one million dollar deal), and 
both Petes served on the Conservation Commission. They voted 
so much alike they were known as "Pete and Repeat.” 

So, for Pete's sake, it's no wonder Pete got Pete an 
appointment. 

«Not to say I told you so, but weeks ago we predicted the 
promotion of a Jay Kelley campaign contributor. Last Tuesday 
evening, over the protests of Anne Looney, Jay's pal was 
appointed to a good job at a good wage. One town employee was 
so irate she practically accosted Selectman Hanson, accusing him 
of "selling out" to the Kelley boys. 

Speaking of appointments. . . the Tewksbury Finance 
Committee (Kelley's boys and girls) justhired the town's most 
famous litigator. Selectman Thomas Camara’s wife Jean Camara 
was just awarded a public post despite her pending $5 million 
lawsuit and demands for the town manager's resignation. I guess 
it pays to be nasty. (Yes, I know she was the only applicant, bit 


that's not the point.) 

The ultimate irony is that Camara was hired the same week 
summons were served town officials as part of the Camara 
lawsuit. Jeanne and husband Tom signed complaints which will 
bring to court former selectman Charles Coppola, Lt. Dick 
Barelle from the fire department, building inspector Tom 
Monahan and Town Manager David Cressman. 

Maybe Jeanne's new job is a down payment on the $5 million. 

And speaking of the benefits of hardball politics, in Tewksbury, 
John Kane, general foreman at thie Tewksbury DPW, isn't going 
to sit around-;nd wait for the state legislature to pass incentives 
for municipal workers to retire early. Kane has: been seen

Politics is the problem, 
but what is the cure?

If the Wilmington Housing Authority were to have @ motto, it 
would "political fighting is our most important product." 

It is indeed unfortunate thet politics plays such a strong role in 
the housing authority, but tiere seems to be no escaping it. This 
story is one of political bickering taking priority over the proper 
running of Wilmington's public housing. 

In politics, people tend to form alliances. Candidates for office 
find that they don't get very far without a group of some kind. 

Politics in Wilmington in the past quarter century have been 
split into two camps, one started by the late Rep. Fred F, Cain, 
the other centering around State Rep. Jim Miceli. 

The groups are not so formally organized that a ‘board of 
directors decides who will run. But when a candidate ventures 


lobbying Town Manager David Cressman to credit Kane five free “forth, the endorsements he or she accepts quickly identify which 


years for his retirement: Sources close to Kane say that he has 
threatened to run for sclectman if his special request is not 
granted - another graduate of the Camara school of politics. I'll 
bet dollars to donuts Kane-wins and the cajone-less town 
administration backs down and pays the ransom. 

Job Prediction this Week 

The Tewksbury School Committee may soon hire a $20,000 
per year media director to be shared with the board of selectmen. 
We're shocked at the rumors that the post is being created for 
Selectmen Chair Jay Kelley's wife. Absolutely no proof here. 

But....Kelley would need the consensus of both boards, which 
actually may be an easy task. Ann Romano works for James 
Robert Miceli, a long time Kelley pal. Rick O'Neil managed 
Kelley's campaign and Pat Meuse just passed the bar...and guess 
what lawyer may be helping her out? 

Votes at the selectinen side of this equation are easy. Kelley 

supported Pete's buddy and Tom's wife, so time to call in the 
favors. 
.. State Rep. Brion Cangiamila (R) received a major boost in 
his bid for state senate as Govemor William F. Weld traveled 
to Billerica last week to endorse the Republican legislator, Weld's 
move was all the more significant as Cangiamila has a Republican 
primary challenger and the Weld/Cellucci administration has 
often shied away from choosing sides within their own party 
ranks. Tewksbury Attorney Jay Gaffney, a former legislator 
and congressional candidate, is making a political come-back bid 
this summer as he challenges Cangiamila. 

In a Republican primary which has a low voter turnout, the 
govemor's endorsement could be all the more significant. If 
G.O.P. voters do not focus attention on the Andover, Billerica, 
Lawrence, Tewksbury senate seat race, letters of endorsement 
coming from Weld could make Cangiamila's primary fight an 
easy win. Weld enjoys solid popularity ratings, especially within 
the Republican rank and file. ‘ 

On the Democratic side of the senate race, former senate legal 
counsel John O'Brien is leading the pack in fundraising. Local 
democratic I¢aders continue to describe O'Brien as the front 
runner in his primary with the best connections to the Senator 
Pat McGovern political machine, now searching for an heir 
apparent. One key McGovern campaign staffer, Marybeth 
Heffernan, has signed on with O'Brien and has reportedly 
brought with her the lucrative McGovern campaign finance list. 
O'Brien's recent donor list is a near-replica of McGovern's. 

However, O'Brien supporters are concerned about two achilles 
heels for their candidate. First, O'Brien hails from Andover, the 
smallest community with the least votes in the senate district. 
Second, and more significantly, O'Brien's status as a state house 
insider may be a heavy burden to carry in this 
throw-the-bums-out political year. 


. .. Hats off to Carolyn Harris this week, Chairman of the 
Wilmington Historic Commission. On the eve of the Fourth of July, 
Harris presented a citation from the National Register of Historic 
Places recognizing the antiquity and historic significance of the 
Wilmington Town Common area. This makes the area eligible for 
federal subsitlies and is the culmination of several years of efforts 
to beautify the town common area, now a proud and beautiful 
centerpiece for the community. 
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group he or she is aligned with. People have’ become so 
accustomed to looking for this identification that when a new 
candidate appears, there are people looking for signs of 
allegiance, even when there are none. 

- Occasionally there will be a candidate who stands independent 
of existing political groups. But even they have some sort of a 
group behind them, such as family and friends. 

Having a political group is not.in itself bad. In fact, if a 
candidate wants to get elected, it is quite necessary. But there are 
timés when group politics get out of hand. 

What has happened in Wilmington is that each group has 
developed such animosity toward the other that exposing the 
wrong-doings of the other group has become a primary focus. 

The reason so many problems land at the housing authority is 
that the authorjty controls a very desirable commodity — 
low-cost housing. Admission to the housing units is controlled by 
a listssupposedly run on a first come, first serve basis. But then, 
how do you accomodate that "special case?" And if someong has 
found a way ,to take care of a special case, who defines and 
controls that system? 

In other words, the operation of the housing authority has great 
potential for patronage abuse. And whether or not it actually 
takes place, it also has great potential for accusations of abuse. 

Proving anything -is very difficult, since all applications and 
tenant information are strictly confidential. While this is rightly 
intended to protect the privacy of-the applicants and the tenants, it 
also conveniently conceals the sins of those playing the patronage 
game. And because the real sins are so hard to find and even 
harder to prove, minor transgressions become tales of mortal sin 
when fertilized with political fodder. 

Does this bear any resemblance to Washington politics? Even if 
you don't like Ross Perot, you have to recognize the appeal of a 
candidate who represents "none of the above." 

As things now sit with the housing authority, the line-up is 
three-to-two, and everyone, including the executive director, can 
be identified as being with one group or another. The fighting has 
eclipsed all other business of the housing authority, taking time 
and attention from the business of developing new housing for a’ 
population under increasing pressures in the housing market. 

One answer would be for the entire board to resign, along with 
the executive director. Don't hold your breath, though. Each side 
is so entrenched at this point that they would not do this for fear 
of letting the other side win. And even if everyone should resigi 
a game_of musical chairs would ensue with little chance of placin 
a new board with no political strings attached.

A few weeks ago, I wrote a letter to 
Kevin Sowyrda, saying that I agreed 
with his article on the governor's 
education reform package that 
appeared in the paper a week before 
and I gave him some of the reasons 
why.

cleared up a lot of issues for me 
uSing plain English. It's been my 
experience with her that she does 
what she says she's going to do. I 
think this town was lucky to get her 
as a superintendent. . 

In my previous letter regarding the 
teacher reform package, I mentioned 
that when I was in high school (many 
years ago in another school district), 
there was a teacher out sick a lot and 
sometimes who would even show up 
ap,.aring drunk. The consensus at 
the time was that she couldn't be 
fired because of her tenure, The 
Tewksbury Teachers union 
representatives felt that people 
reading this might think I meant that 
Tewksbury teachers do the same 
thing. 

So, to clarify “this matter, no 
teacher that.I know in- Tewksbury 
shows up drink in class. It's, so 
ridiculous to even think that readers 
would think that. As a matter of fact, 
the teachers my son has had at the 
Trahan School must be the cream of 
the crop. His current teacher has him

me she sometimes even forgets he's

My older son's teacher at the Junior

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New state regs require 
contractors to register 


Rep. James R. Miceli has 
announced that a new state law goes 
into effect July 1 which is aimed at 
protecting homeowners from 
unethical home improvement 
contractors. 

The Home Improvement Con- 
tractor Law will require contractors 
to register with the Commonwealth. 
Those who do not register may be 
subject to either a $5,000.00. fine or 
up to two years imprisonment. 
Homeowners doing their own work, 
licensed tradesmen (i.e. plumbers, 
electricians) and contractors who 
grossed less than $5,000.00 in the 
past year need not be registered. 

Registration will cost between 
$100.00 and $500.00, depending 
upon the number of persons under a 
contractor's employ. Half of the fee 
will be placed into a reimbursement 
fund, while the other half will cover 
registration costs. The fund will 
provide reimbursement, up, to 
$10,000.00 for those who have 


contractors who do not complete a 
contracted job, do not return a 
deposit made on an incomplete job 
or perform inadequate work. To 
receive reimbursement through the 
fund however, a consumer must first 
file suit against the contractor or 
exhaust. private arbitration coll- 
ection. The contractor will then need 
to repay the necessary amount to the 
fund (if a consumer is successful) or 
face suspension. Consumers not 
using registered contractors will not 
be able to recapture any monetary 
loss through the use of the fund. 
Those using contractors are required 
to have a written contract displaying 
the appropriate registration number. 

Consumers wanting more inform- 
ation on the Home Improvement 
Contractor Law should call (617) 
727-7780, -the Department of 
Consumer Affairs and Business 
Regulations. Contractors seeking 
registration forms should call (617) 
727-8598, or obtain forms through 
your local building department.

North Intermediate school 

During the month of June, the 
students of the North Intermediate 
School were given the opportunity 
to travel and view some of the more 
interesting sites of the area.

Twenty-six seventh grade students 
spent the days of June 10-12 on 
Nantucket Island learning more 
about this island rich in science an 
history. 

While there, they toured’ the 
Nantucket Junior-Senior High 
School. They listened to a talk on 
whaling from a Nantucket teacher, 
met several students. Teachers Jan 
Urquhart and Frank Birmingham 


even met a former student of theirs, 
Kristen McCowan, now director of 
the swimming pool at the school, 

One day was spent touring the 
historical sites of the island 
including the Thomas Macy 
Warehouse, the Whaling Muscum, 
the historic windmill, the gaol, and 
the United States Coast Guard 
Station at Brant Point. Students 
visited the Maria Mitchell Science 
Center, At the observatory, they 
were able to compare the use of 
older viewing instruments with 
those of modern computer assisted 
telescopes. Spending part of one 
morning in the Natural Science 
Museum, they viewed a nearly 
complete collection of Nantucket 
birds, reptiles, mammals, fish and 
shells. They were able to witness 
first hand the negative effects of 
litter and man's insensitivity to his 
environment. 

Not all the learning was done in 
the . classroom or museum 
atmosphere, While living at the 
former Life Saving Station, now the 
Star of the Sea Youth Hostel, the 
Wilmington ‘students were able to 
talk with students from many 
different backgrounds including 
Ireland, Scotland, England, Japan, 
Germany, California, Connecticut 
and Vermont. Participating in the 
hostel way of life, each child had to 
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be responsible for his/her own gear 
and area as well as,helping out with 
the hostel community. Therefore, 
each participant helped in meal 
preparation or cleanup and assisted 
in the morning chores. Several 
students joined Mr. Birmingham 
for a 5 a.m. view of sunrise and 
surf casting expedition. 

After spending three days 
bicycling, cooking, for themselves, 
living communally and all without 
television, students returned to 
Wilmington having shared a 
wonderful experience.

Wilmington black man 
served in Revolution ' 


by Capt. Larz Neilson 

“We hold these truths to be self 
evident,. that all men are created 
equal, and are endowed by their 
Creator with certain inalienable 
rights." 

The words are from the 
Declaration of Independence, July 4, 
1776. They were an echo of a 
common belief, prevalent in the 
Colonies, and expressed by Thomas 
Paine in his pamphlet "Common 
Sense." 

At that time in Massachusetts Bay 
town meetings were not allowed, 
except for the annual town meeting 
to elect selectmen, etc, The British 
king had changed the government 
which grew up from the Colonial 
days of 1630. 

On March 3, 1777, the Town of 
Wilmington held its first Town 
Meeting to elect officers, after the 
Declaration of Independence. That 
meeting was in the church, called the 
Meeting House. 

After the Town Meeting had 
elected the officials and had 
completed the regular business of the 
day, it got down to the subject of 
Freedom. It voted,unanimously, that 
all slaves in Wilmington should be 
free, It further voted that if any 
persons who were so freed were 
unable to care for themselves the 
town should dovso. 

Wilmington was probably the first 
community in Massachusetts to free 
those people who were black and 
who livedskere. It might have been 
the first in the United States.

food operation at VFW

Wilmington health officials are 
asking local police to verify if 
members of the Nee-Ellsworth Post 
of the Veterans of Foreign Wars 
(VFW) are dispensing food or 
beverages at ‘their clubhouse on 
Main Street before issuing $50 a day 
fines for an illegal-food operation. , 
The VFW, said Health Director 
Greg Erickson on Monday, current- 
ly has no permit to run a food 
operation or a kitchen on the 
premises. Because the organization 
is non-profit, however, such a 
permit could be issued free of 
charge, if requested. 
The issue is traced to.complaints 


made to the board that Commander 
Elmer Parker is living and cating at 
the VFW headquarters. The board 
sent out two letters to Parker, one in 
March and one in April. The March 
letter asked for a floor plan of the 
facility and tried to arrange for an 
inspection of the premises. When no 
tesponse was forthcoming, a second 
letter was sent asking the VFW to 
cease and desist running a food 
operation. 

Erickson/ told the board of health 
at its meeting Monday that he asked 
the police chief to check into the 
situation and he agreed to after 
Memorial Day. Erickson said he 


had had no other contact with the 
police. Because the clubhouse is 
closed during the day when Erick- 
son works; the board directed 
Erickson to again approach the 
police to pay a visit to-the head- 
quarters to verify the complaints. 

"We're fully prepared to’ proceed 
on’ this," said newly elected 
Chairman Jim Ficociello. He told 
this paper fines.will be issued if the 
VFW is found to be violating health 
regulations: In addition, copies of 
the cease and desist order and the 
tickets, when issued, will be 
forwarded to the state and national 
VFW offices, he said.

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Checking the local fishing holes 


by Bill Conlon 

Okay. It's an hour before sunset 
on a workday, and you want to put 
in a couple hours of fishing. You 
don't want to drive too far, because 
it would take too long. Has to be 
local. Preferably right in town, 

TWilmingbury offers a number 
of fishing opportunities, but sadly 
most of them aren't accessible. 

Tewksbury - Round Pond is hot 
right now for bass, but access is a 
pain. Technically, there is no public 
access to Round Pond, although the 
law requires it. McKenzie Drive 
and John E, Smith Drive (both off 
Chandler Street) end near the edge 
of the pond, and I understand some 
of the neighbors will let you put in 
a canoe if you're nice. No noise, no 
litter, no yelling or you'll blow it 
for everybody. Oh, and bring all 
the weedless lures you own. 

Wilmington - Silver Lake is open 
to the public, but there is no paved 
boat ramp so stick with a canoe. Or 
rent a canoe from Wilmington Rec! 
Silver Lake is a "kettlehole" pond, 
with one deep hole (25+ feet) along 
the Route 38 edge, and very, very 
shallow along the shorelines, There 
are pike, and nice bass, in Silver 
Lake, but very little "structure" or 
shoreline weedbeds, 

Tewksbury - Long Pond is open 
to the public, but again there is ‘no 
boat ramp. The Whipple Road pond 
is so shallow and weed-choked that 
you wouldn't want to use a motor. 
Someday (sigh!) they've promised 
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to dredge the pond and contruct a 
ramp, but don’t hold your breath. 
There's a variety of gamefish in the 
pond, but try out the pickerel first. 
Slither a rubber frog through the 
thick weeds and just hang on. On 
the bright side, there's very little to 
mar the natural view around Long 
Pond. Plenty of wildlife. 

Wilmington - The Ipswich River 
is a twisty, windy little brook, but it 
does have fish. A canoe will bring 
you to the best spots without getting 
your feet wet. A pretty float trip! 

Tewksbury - Ames Pond is closed 
to the public, legally, but there are 
a few boats seen there from time to 
time. Maybe the security guard is 
“looking the other way" -- I'm not 
sure. MetLife owns the dam which 
forms Ames, which means MetLife 
owns every single drop of water, 
too. MetLife allow an ice fishing 
derby (one) there in the winter, but 
otherwise the weedy, shallow pond 
is closed, There are bass there, big 
on d if you stop by Barnacle 
Bill's tackle emporium in Littleton 
you'll see a previous state-record 
crappie on the wall which was taken 
from Ames Pond! 

Wilmington - Foster's Pond -- see 
Ames Pond, above. Foster's is also 
created by a dam, meaning it too is 
private property. Most of the pond 
is in Andover, it seems everybody 
in Wilmington has fished there at 
least once. Forget the dam site, as 
that's definitely verboten, The bass 
fishing is fine, if you get.a canoe in. 


Tewksbury - Mud Pond - forget 
it. 

Wilmington 
see Mud Pond. 

Tewksbury - Concord River - it's 
stretching the point, but Tewksbury 
does meet the Concord River. Prior 
to giving up land for the creation of 
Lowell, Tewksbury stretched up to 
the site where the Concord River 
meets the Merrimack (which is now 
St. John's Hospital), Put in at the 
Route 225 bridge in Carlisle, and 
you'll have mile upon mile of good 
bass fishing and truly outrageous 
pike action! 

Wilmington - Shea's “pond” is an 
old gravel pit behind Shea Concrete 
on Route 62. Locals know the way 
in, and they also know about the 
fish there, including good bass and 
perch fishing. Private property but 
nobody complains out loud. 

Tewksbury - Shawsheen River is 
a twisty waterway that flows from 
Bedford to the Merrimack, and if 
not for the dams in Andover there 
might be Atlantic salmon spawning 
in it. The river is annually stocked 
with trout, but the best pockets and

pools are reached by canoe. There's , 


supposed to be some good brookies 
in the Shawsheen, near 1-93. 
Wilmington - Lubber's- Brook - a 
narrow trickle that crosses Route 
62, but the state does stock trout in 
Lubber's. Why they stock a stream 
that moves so slowly is beyond me. 
Tewksbury - Merrimack River - 
may as-welt end with the future site 
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of terrific recreational adventures, 
The Merrimack is cleaner now than 
ever before in our lifetimes, with 
striped bass in the lower stretches 
(Newburyport) arid a few walleye 
appearing here and there. The big 
river boasts both largemouth and 
smallmouth bass, pickerel, monster 
carp and who knows what else. If 
you haven't tried the Merrimack 
River yet, you owe yourself a trip. 
Ramps are found in Lowell and just 
above the Essex Dam in Lawrence.

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A primer on sailing vessels 


by Capt. Larz Neilson 

Sailing ships are to be the attraction 
this weekend, for any family within 
a few hundred miles of Boston. 
Starting Friday, for several days, the 
Port of Boston will be thronged with 
sailing vessels, square riggéd, and 
fore-and-aft rigged. 

The local tv stations will be 
exhibiting them, some of them many 
times over. There will be programs 
in which individual speakers will 
explain what is to be seen. 

The publisher of the Town Crier, 
who served in sail over 60 years ago, 
will attempt, on these pages to make 
a personal showing, of some aspects 
of the sailing of ships. 

Capt. Neilson, inden not 
particularly attracted to th 
descriptive phrase "Tall ships." 

That is a phrase recently adapted 
by writers who were probably at a 
loss of words on how to collectively 
describe sailing vessels, 

Granted that it does describe 
collectively many sailing vessels. It 
still does not include for instance 
small vessels, such as the schooners 
which frequented the shores of New 
England in days past. 

"Square Rig" vessels will be, as 
may be expected the main 
‘attraction.Thirty or more such 
vessels will probably be seen. 

The word "square" refers of 
course to the rig of the ship, Square 
Rigged vessels have horizontal 
yards, from which the sails are hung. 
The word "square," referring to the 
sails, is somewhat of-a misnomer, 
for none of those sails are exactly 
“square.” 

A "Full rigged ship" has three or 
more masts, all with yards from 
which are hung the sails, There have 
been four masted full rig ships, there 
are today, and there have been at 
least two five masted square rigged 
vessels, one of whom was the 
Danmark, lost in the South Adantic 
Ocean half a century ago. 

Seamen frequently, in the days 
gone by, pronounced the word mast 
“mist,” and the word sail was 
shortened to 


The three masts of a full rigged 
ship were the Fore, Main and 
Mizzen. Above the masts were the 
“topmasts," and above. those were the 
"topgallant." Above that, sometimes, 
was the “royal” and, rarely, above 
the royal was the sky mast. 

Topgallant’ was pronounced 
"gallant" and above that mast, 
rarely, was the "royal mist." 
Sometimes above the royal was the 
skysail, the "skys'l m'st," which was 

“skys'l yard" 


On square rigged vessels every 
mast had a Top. That was not the 
highest part of the mast, but rather 
the first level to which a sailor 
climbed, some 40 feet above the 


Ww deck. It was a platform area, above 


the main deck, 
Above that, at the ultimate height 
to which a mast would reach, was the 


"truck." Sometimes there was a very 
small platform at the truck, 

This writer, back over 50 years 
ago placed his hat on the Main Truck 
of the USS Constitution, while in the 
Boston Navy Yard. 

A "square" sail is rarely square. It 
-was made to fit the mast and yard, It 
is frequently "longer" than it is “up 
and down." 

The top of the sail is the head, and 
on either side were the leeches. The 
bottom edge is the foot. 

The corners of the sails were 
known as cringles, head cringles 
where the heads and leeches join, and 
the clews where the foot and leeches 
join. 

A sail is bounded by roping, mostly 
but not always on the after (back) 
side of a square sail, 

From the beginning of time, in 
square sails, they were hung from 
the yard arms. Seamen would have 
to climb onto the yards to pick up the 
sails and store them on the yards - 
frequently an unpleasant task. * 

The size of those sails may be 
judged from the topsail and 
topgallant sails of the USS 
Constitution - sails which are rarely 
seen today. It was a most unpleasant

job to man-handle those sails up onto 
the yards. 

It was not until 1853> that the 
American seamen were relieved of 
that unpleasant task, 

Capt. Frederick Howes of 
Brewster, Mass. divided the topsails 
into two parts, and rigged an extra 
yard, at the half-way point. He did 
that on the ship Climax, of Boston. 

The invention of Captain Howes 
was the greatest ever advance in the 
rigging of ships. 

Readers are invited to inspect 
closely two Japanese Navy sailing 
ships which quite probably will be 
shown on the local tv screens, Friday 
and Saturday. Those Japanese 
vessels, only about two years old 
have double tops'ls and double 
t'gans'ls, for all masts. 

All the sails appear to be (but are 


not) the same size. 

The ship which this writer will 
most probably examine will be the 
Amerigo Vespucci, a training ship 
for the Italian Navy. 

Back in 1929 this writer was on a 
ship which was anchored’ about 150 
feet from the Vespucci, in the harbor 
of Naples, Italy. It was something to 
see, 

That was, of course, in the days 
when Italy was ruled by Mussolini. 

There were probably 150 to 200 
youths on the Vespucci. There was 
always more or less active combat, 
among those young people - chasing 
each other up and down the rigging, 
and actively pummeling any youth 
who happened to be "caught." 

It did not seem to be exactly 
friendly.
